The roller coaster of a season that the 
Washington football team rode ended with a 
26-3 whipping of the WSU Cougars in the 
Apple Cup, but will remain in the memories 
for years to follow. 

What began as a quest for four consecutive 
Rose Bowls ended as a season of revenge. 
When the Pac-10 unanimously voted Wash- 
ington out of any bowls for two seasons, 
well as numerous other penalties, it destroyed 
the dreams of many players, coaches and fans 

like. 

The real tragedy struck when head coach 
Don James resigned in protest after guiding 
he Huskies for 18 years. However, the "Dean 

f Pac-10 Coaches" handed the reign over to 
his very capable assistant Jim Lambright. And 
so the Lambright era began. 

The season began with a bang as the Stan- 
ford Cardinal came into Husky Stadium, led 
by the “genius” himself, Bill Walsh. The 
Huskies handed Stanford a 31-14 defeat on 
national television. 

The next week the Huskies traveled to 
olumbus, Ohio, to take on Ohio State. In a 
lose game, the Buckeyes edged the Huskies 

21-12 and ended all hopes of an undefeated 


Washington bounced back the next two 
weeks and shut out East Carolina 35-0, and 
crushed San Jose State 52-17. In an amazing 
4th-quarter comeback, engineered by quarter- 
back Damon Huard, the Huskies escaped 
defeat and squeaked out a 24-23 win over Cal 
on October 9. 

Washington then ran into J.J. Stokes and 
the UCLA Bruins. Stokes burned the Husky 
Defense for four touchdowns and led the Rose 
Bowl-bound Bruins to a 39-25 victory. 

After defeating Oregon on homecoming 
21-6, Washington was surprised by Arizona 
State and lost 32-17 in Tempe, Ariz., but then 
managed a win over the Beavers of Oregon 
State, 28-21 

The Husky home winning streak was at 17 
games, until the USC Trojans came to town. 
The Trojans snapped the streak with a 22-17 
win. 

Washington ended the season with its 
revenge of last season's Apple Cup loss in a. 
Pullman snow storm. 

Coach Lambright ended his first season at 
the helm of Husky football with a respectable 
7-4 record but, being accustomed to success, 
as he is, he is not satisfied. His hunger for 
improvement and appetite for victory assure 


us all that the Huskies will continue to be a 
power in the Pac-10 and the nation.
